possible for them to mike headway, They
wers canght up and awept aft toward the
enekpll, where they probably drowned before
the ahip foundernd,
FIFTY REACHED THE DECK.

Altogether abont fifty of the pareengers
reached the deck, where he wildest con:
forion  exinted. Wil rushes were maile
far the boats, but the terrible excitoment
prevalling tripeded the efforts of those who
were trying to clear awiay. Many heart

thnt she was dragged Isto the second boat
Bho was just returning from the deathbed
of her father and mother.

Meanwhile the ory was ralsed on tho
Aoomed vousel for the woamen and chilidren
to go over to the nther side of the steamer,
awny from the port side In which was the
grent gaping hole ecansed by the Crathio.
The hall fainting women and terror-stricken
childrén hurried to the starboard, but they
hnd eearcely ronched the boats when the
hitge  versel Hrted her bowas high In th
alr and then slowly and sllently sank, storn
foremost, beneath the waves, taking with
her her human frelghit,

Barely twenly minutes olapsed hetween
the eollinion and the sinking of the ateamer.
A hoavy sta was running and the  wind,
which was from the castesoutheast, wa
bitterly eold.  The small NLoat eontaining
the survivors tosssd dboit until 11 o'¢loek
In the morning Hevoeral vogsnls wor
glghted fn the moantime, bot they made
np replies to the simnals that ware set for
them, The survivorda wers neaely frozen
having lardly any clothing, and thetr suf-
ferings were Intense. Eventuslly the fish
Ing #smnck Wildllowsr saw the =lgnals anid
hore down on the bont, In a =hort time
tha survivors woere talken aboard of ler,
where coverything possible was done  for
thelr comfort,

Governor Holcomb Bronght to Realizo the
Desperate Sitnation Existing.

MANY CCMPLAINTS OF THE COMMISSION

It Is Not Acoomplishing Itsa Object—Goods
nud Money Held at Lineoln White
the Veople Clamor for
Assintance,

LINCOLN, Jan, 30.—(8pecinl Telegram,)—
The almost hopelesa entanglement in which
the work Of the State Relief commission has
become Involved las finally reached the point
where radionl remedies must be resorted to
Compinints of the ineffectiveneas of the com-
mlgsion continne to pour Into the governor by
the Members of the leglslature
defuged  with similar complaints, Governor
Holeomb has at last become Impressed with
the neceseity of Immediate action in the
premises, and tonlght has taken the matter
under serlous advisement. The tenor of the
complaintsa pouring into Lincoln are lo the
efféct that suppllies are belng unequally dis-
tributed; that the commission {8 not effpe-
tively organized; that its work Is not prop-
crly systematized. Large sume of money are
belng constantly contributed, Immenae quantl-
ties of supplies are bLeing received dally, car-
loads of goods are Lelng unloaded and stored
in Lincoln, and yet the appeals for ald and
the complaints of nonattentlon are coming
w0 fast and so numerouz that prompt and
energetic measures looking to n new system
for the division of gupplies must be adopted
nt vhee.  Although the governor Is still study-
ing the maiter, no bint of His purpose can Lo
obtialned, It ean only be definitely stated
thut he dexires to act as quickly as possible
i that he will net at once,
WILL JUNKET SHORTLY.

The house committes on publie lands and
hutldings will make a visit in a few Jdays to
the wvarlous state Institutions. This Is in
conformity with a resolutlon recontly passed
to that effect, Durns of Lancaster s chale-
man of this committee, and the Ml seope of
the Ipvestigation has never yet been out-
lined, There s more hehind it than the oft-
reponted profession of Burns that it ia abso-
lutely necessary to examine the condition of
the bulldings before any netion can be taken
in regard to the approprintions asked for.

The committee con-
slsts of Durns of Lancaster, Merrick, Roddy,
GrifMth, Harrizon, Harte, Richardson, Lang-
horst, Zink of Johnwson, Brady, Burns of
Dodge, Higging and Van Housen. A number
of this committee reside In towns alrendy
asking for appropriations. To what extent
Burns will succeed In the deal remains to be
seen, hut betwoen him and the reallzation of
his hopes stand the committes on fnance,
ways and means and the committee on ac-
counts and expenditures, both of which are
pledged to striet economy in' the matter of
new bulldings for the present session.

BOND COMPANIES INTERESTED.

I*. . Gilliland, chalrman of the Federated
Board of Railroad Employes, appeared before
the genate labor committes this afternoon in
advocacy of Senator Smith’s bills regulating
and controlling bond Indemnlity companies.

IT WAS A CONFIDENCE GAME.

Sumbby Trick 'Turned by n Committeo
Deuling with Destitution,

LINCOLN, Jan, 30.—(Special Telegram,)—
Aslde from the introduction of another swamp
of bills and bills on second reading, the house
consumed the time this morning in defeat-
ing the substitute for Brady's sced graln
note bill, House Roll 349, This move wus the
slickest case of flimflam of the session so far,
and developed considerable feeling among the
members. DBrady's original bill provided that
farmers could mortgage the crop rajsed from
the seed for which the security was glven,
Tha committes's substitute, however, was an

artfully drawn measure by which the act
became a permanent fraud on farmers and
could be made avallable by all kinds of
patent right and lightning rod swindlers.
The furmers saw the trap, voted against the
bill, and were subsequently taunted by Burns
of Lancaster with not wanting any ald In the
direction of securing seed.

The report of the committes on printing
submitted today called for drastic measures
in the way of reorganization of the plan on
which house bills are now printed, besides
making n number of other economical recom-
mendations., The report showed that the
printing of the bills as let this year was
fully 100 per cent higher than was charged
for the same work two yenrs ago. ‘The bid-
dors on this llne of printing were also ac-
cused of colluslon from the Internal evidence
in thelr bids, The report recommended that
thirty Instesd of twenty-five lnes be placed
on a page, and that the muargin be de-
croased. from three to two Inches, and that
200 iostead of 500 copies of each bill be
printed. ‘The committee suggested the abro-
gation of the present contract and n rosub-
mission of bids for this work. The report
also gave the fgures for wihilch the printing
of the message of ex-Governcr Crounse und
the inaugural of Governor Holeomb in
Euglish, German, Swedish and Bolhemisn was
done, The report wos adopted.

Halrgrove this morniog introduced an In-
surance bill, house roll No. 417, which ap-
peurs to be dinmetrioally ecpposite to the
pravisions of the present valued policy law.
One of the virtues clilmed for It §s that it
provides a uwniorm system of blunks on
which risks are wrilten, the system w be

GRAHAM EXPLAINS HIS BILL.

Graham, who had introduced the bill by
request, moved that when the committee
rise it report the bill bick to the senate
with the recommendation that it be engrossed
for third reading. The motion provoked an
interesting debate.

In answer to a questlon from Tefft, Gra-
ham explained that the bill was intended to
protect the interests of the owner of land
sold under decree of jureclosure. He usod
the following illustration: The owner of a
plece of property valued at $3,000 and mort-
gaged for $2,000 might not be able to dis-
charge the mortgange when it became due,
The mortgagee might bid it in for $1.500.
Under the law the owner could redeem by
paying $1,600 Into court, the mortgagee still
holding a deficlency judgment against him,
Or, If the owner was unable to redeem the
property, any of his judgment creditors might
redeem the same.

Tefft attacked the bill as a vicious measure,
claiming that the owner would be entirely
unprotected in cage he would not be able to
redeem as promptly as some creditor might
expect.

Hitcheock vigorously opposed the bill, claim-
Ing that It provisions would deter capital-
{sts from buying in property under decree,
and thus leave the owner at the mercy of the
mortegagee, who would bid in the property at
A low figure,

Lindsey favored the bill in so far as it
referred to the owner, but not to the judg-
ment creditor, He therefore moved as an
amendment to the bill that the words “judg-
ment ereditor’” be stricken out. The amend-
ment was agreed to, and the bill ordered to
4 third reading,

The committee then took up senate file No.
57, a bill introduced by Bressler, providing
that a landlord shall have a lien for his rent
upon all crops grown upon  the demised
prémises and upon any other personal prop-
erty of the tenant and not exempt from exe-
cution, which bas been used upon the
premises during the term for the period of
one year after a year's rent, or the rent of a
shorter period claimed, falls due, but such
flen ghall not in any case continue more than
six months after the expiration of the Lerm,

This bill provoked a lively discussion, All
of the senators on the republican side favored
the bill except Wright, who bitterly attacked
it, claiming that it was without Jjustice or
equity. Wright, by his opposition, drew the
fire of all the friends of the bill.

Caldwell, In the midst of a lively colloguy,
wanted permission to ask a question of
Wright.

“In what month does the senalor from Lan-
caster logn flux seed to the farmers?”

“In April" retorted Wright,

Tho question was drawn out by the fact
that Wright makes a business of loaning
flax seed to farmers, apd the propoked law
would glve the landlord a llen prior to any
he might gecure, Pope declared in a gomd
natured argument that Wright was soeking
to obtaln undue advantage over the landlord,

Stewart undertook to kill the bill by moy-
Ing to strike out all alter the enncting clause,
but he falled to muster the votes., He then

ARBITRATION BILL AMENDLED,

DEFICIENCLES MUST DE MET,

Governor Holcomb Sends n Special Message
to the Loglslature.

LINCOLN, Jan. 80.—(Speclal.)—Governor
Holeomb transmitied a speciul message to the
two branches of the legislature this after-
noon calling attention to the fact that In
two of the state institutions a deficlency in

the malntenance fund existed. Accompany-
Ing the message were letters flly explaining
the facts which contributed to bring about
the deficiency. The message and the accon-
panying correspondence follow:

To the Honorable, the Senate of the State
of Nebraska: I deem It my duty to call
your attention to the condition of certaln
Institutions of the state with reference to
the state of the appropriations made by the
preceding - legislature,

It appears from the Informatlon presented
to me that In two of the state institutions
the L‘X‘)Elll"llll‘ﬂ in certailn funds hons ex-
hausted the appropriations made by the last
legislature, and & defclency now exists in
Buch fumls,

In the Institute for the Deaf and Duamb,
located at Omaba, Neb,, I am Informed by
the wsuperintendent that the appropriation
for living expenses I8 entirely exhausted,
and he gstimates that It will require §1,800
to meet the requirements of the institution
out of this fund untll the general appro-
oriation becomes avallable, There woas np-
propriated by the preceding legislature for
the lving expensges of this Institution the
sum of §14,000.

It nlso appears that at the Norfolk Hos-
ftal for the Insane, located at Norfolk.
Neb,, the approprintion for board and cloth-
ing made by the preceding leglslature |8 ex-
hausted, and upon estimntes mode by the
superintendent and steward It will réquire
$500 to meet the demands of the Institution
upon this fund until the explration of the
Llennial period for which the appropriation
was made.

I submit herewith coples of the communi-
eation to this office from the superintendent
of the Deaf and Dumb institute, and also
from the steward of the Norfolk asyvium 1o
the superintendent bearing upon this sub-

ect.
